BASKETBALL 


Stockbridge  opened  its  1961-62  Basketball  Season 
at  the  Cage  with  a  promising  double  overtime  52-50 
victory  over  a  visiting  Windsor  Mountain  Prep 
School.  Bruce  Dearborn  6'  4"  pivotman,  led  the  way 
with  17  points  followed  by  guard  Paul  Bernard  and 
Captain  Ted  Hyland  with  13  and  9  markers  re 
spectively. 

Our  second  game  found  us  losing  to  a  scrappy 
Holyoke  Junior  College,  74-66,  on  their  small  home 
court.  Freshmen  Bernard  and  Dearborn  led  the  way 
with  eighteen  points  each.  Another  tense  overtime 
win  at  Northampton  Commercial  College  70-68 
avenged  our  loss  last  year  to  the  host  team.  Ted 
Hyland,  a  fine  leader  all  season  long,  scored  twenty- 
six  points. 

Following  Christmas  Vacation,  Stockbridge  defeat- 
ed Mount  Hermon  School,  44-31;  Winchendon  Prep 
School,  66-45;  Deerfield  Academy,  57-46  to  finish 
with  a  five  win  and  one  loss  slate  at  the  mid-semester 
break.    Once  again  Hyland,  Bernard,  and  Dearborn 


along  with  Bill  Quist  and  Bruce  Perry  played  prom- 
inent roles  in  these  victories. 

Upon  returning  from  vacation  Coach  Berquist  was 
faced  with  the  loss  of  a  couple  of  key  ball  players 
due  to  scholastic  difficulties.  However  the  team 
outhustled  a  visiting  Mount  Hermon  School  five, 
51-47,  for  their  sixth  victory.  Jeff  Silverman  led  the 
team  with  twelve  points  and  Bill  Quist  took  care 
of  the  rebound  department  and  scored  ten. 

The  team  then  ran  up  against  a  smooth  power- 
house— the  University  of  Massachusetts  Freshmen 
squad — losing  their  second  game  of  the  season.  We 
put  up  a  good  fight  but  their  starting  front  court, 
all  hovering  over  the  magic  six  foot  mark,  gained  an 
easy  73-34  decision. 

One  of  the  season's  highlights  was  a  real  team 
victory  64-62  at  the  Cage  against  Northampton 
Commercial  College.

Trailing  31-19  at 
halftime  our  team  skyrocketed  to  a  fifty  point  second 


half,  but  it  wasn't  enough  as  the  talented  sharp- 
shooters from  Athol  gained  a  93-70  hard  fought 
decision. 

Captain  Ted  Hyland  totaled  348  points  during 
his  two  year  career  and  was  selected  as  the  team's 
Most  Valuable  Player.
